If a miu has fjlty barrels 
ot apples and only leo of them are 
K»ud, he should select ihe teu, aud by 
no means send tbe forty barrels ot | 
bad ones It will not pay; feed the 
poor npples to hogs or make cider or

The sorghum molas>cs market ot 
this county is injured tully as tii'jch 
as ihe apple market. Most uf ihe peo- 
ple ihat raise sorghum commence to 
cut ihe cane, and make molasses about 
a month too sooo. Molasses made in 
that way cannot have a pleasant taste, 
and wheu the weather gets warm in 
the spring it will sour, oo difference in 
what yoa put it. S<> it must he forced 
on the market before the weather gets 
warm, and suld at some price, much or 
linle. There are great mistakes made 
in taking care ot the mola-ses made io 
this couuty All ihe old barrels are 
gathered up; oak barrels are oot fi< to 
put any kind of molasses iu. It you 
would make a Louisiana -u; ir planter 
a present of oak barrels, he would not 
use them for his molasses. They use 
cypress barrels, because their molasses 
will sour io oak barrels Sorghum 
molasses is of tbe same nature Au 
old cypress b»rrel that has hud molas- 
ses io it will do if it is well wa-hed out 
If a m.io will let his sorghum get go of 
aud ripe and make his molasses with 
I care, aod put it io a cypr»sa barrel aud 
set it away in a reasonable cool place, 
it will be as good io a year heocc as 
when made. I speak from experience, 
for I have tried it A merchant can 
afford to buy several barrels of such 
molasses and keep it until sold, nod iu 
that way sorghum would pay the pro 
duccr
